Under the new rule it is nec­ 
essary for each boy playing football 
to present a card to the principal of 
the school from a practicing physi­ 
cian as to his physical condition and 
consent of his parents. 
This rule is

When Sovereign Grand Lodge Gave tc 
Its Executive Head Right to Name 


Commander of Patriarchs Militant, 
Which Body Heretofore Has Been 
Practically Independent, Threats of 
Rebellion Were Heard. 


Indianapolis, Sept. 21.—W ithout dis 
cession and almost without opposition 
the recommendations of Grand Sire 
Cockrum that the office of commander 
of the Patriarchs Militant be made an 
appointive one- were adopted by the 
sovereign grand lodge of Odd Fel­ 
lows. 
The 
question 
was 
made 
one of indorsing the actions of the 
grand sire, which it is said killed any 
opposition there might have been to 
the recommendation. 
It is generally understood that Gen­ 
eral M. A. Raney, now- commanding 
the Patriarchs, will be displaced at 
the end of his term next January, and 
General A. R. Stocker of Ohio will be 
named to succeed him. 
The position 
pays $3,500 a year. 
Grand Sire Cock- 
rum refuses to confirm this and de­ 
clines to discuss the m atter at this 
time. 
Before the sovereign grand lodge 
took action, General Raney conceded 
his defeat, and said he would bow tc 
the decision with the best grace pos­ 
sible. 
He was a candidate for re-elec­ 
tion as commander, and if the law 
governing the choosing of a command­ 
er had not been changed he would 
probably have been re-elected for a 
term of four years. 
The action of Grand Sire Cockrum 
and William H. Reedy, grand secre­ 
tary of Indiana, in causing the m anner 
of selecting the commanding officer 
of 
the 
Patriarchs 
Militant 
to 
be 
changed so that the grand sire is prac­ 
tically vested with suprem e power 
over the Patriarchs Militant, which, 
lip to this time, has been practically 
independent of him, has caused much 
bitterness in the ranks of the P atri­ 
archs Militant, and some of the insur­ 
gents have predicted that it will even­ 
tually cause a split. 
The only ather action of importance 
taken by the grand lodge W ednesday 
was the adoption of a resolution per­ 
mitting the grand lodges in various 
states to levy a special tax on the 
membership for the establishm ent and 
m aintenance of tuberculosis sanitari­ 
ums. 
Several grand lodges may com­ 
bine or they may provide for the care 
of the tubercular members in estab­ 
lished institutions. 
The parade last night, the principal 
spectacular feature of the meeting, 
was participated in by more than 20,- 
000 Odd Fellows. 
The brilliantly uni 
form ed Patriarchs Militant in their 
well-drilled cantons, formed a notable 
feature of the parade. 
Several thou­ 
sand 
uniformed 
men 
were

ranks, including the departm ents of 
Indiana, Illinois, Ohio and Ontario, 
which were represented by full corps 
of officers and members. 
Subordinate 
lodges from all over the state had 
come to swell the ranks of the m arch­ 
ers, and nearly -every county in the 
state was represented by a brass band. 
Numerous attractive floats lent variety 
to the spectacle.

Burnham, Only Member of the Two: 


Families to Survive, Is Held. 


Colorado Springs, Col., Sept. 21.— 
While asleep in their beds, six persons 
were murdered in cold blood. 
Their 
skulls were crushed with an ax, which, j 
covered with blood, was found by a 
neighbor, who thought it had been 
used in killing chickens. 
The dead are: 
Mary Alice Burn­ 
ham, 
wife of A rthur J. Burnham; 
Alice Burnham , six years old, and 
John Burnham, three, all of 321 West 
Dale street; H enry F. Wayne, aged 
thirty; Blanche Wayne, his wife, twen­ 
ty-five years old, and a one-year-old 
child of the Waynes. 
The discovery of the bodies was 
made by Mrs. June Reath, a sister of 
the 
murdered 
Mrs. 
Burnham, 
who 
lives in a distant part of the city. 
In 
company with Miss Anna Merritt, who 
lives near the scene of the murder, 
Mrs. Reath called on the Burnhams to 
do some sewing. 
Finding the door 
locked, they gained adm ittance at the 
side door. 
They found the victims in 
bed with the coverlet over their heads, 
placed there by the gmrde{-er after he 
had mashed their heads with an ax. 
An alarm was given. The neighbors 
rushed to the W ayne house, which 
stands in the re ar of the lot, but faces 
H arrison place. 
The rear door was 
unlocked. 
The same sickening details 
were found there as. in the Burnham 
home. 
The victims were all in bed 
with their skulls crushed and with the 
bed covers neatly placed over their 
heads. 
A rthur J. Burnham, husband of the 
m urdered woman and father of the 
m urdered children, is a c<>ok employed 
at the Moderfi Woodmen of the World 
sanitarium , five miles north of Colo­ 
rado Springs. 
He is under arrest, but 
so far no clue has been found implicat* 
ing him. 
Little is known of the 
W ayne family. 
They came from Indi­ 
ana here recently, W ayne himself en­ 
tering the sanitarium as a patient. 
The two families are said to have 
been strangers to each other 
Burn­ 
ham and W ayne w ere acquainted, how­ 
ever, and on friendly terms. 
Burn­ 
ham denies his guilt and was appar­ 
ently shocked at the announcem ent of 
the m urders when he was placed un­ 
der arrest at the sanitarium.
